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Payton Sets Another Rushing Mark 
Winning Streak Ends In a Shootout

MIAMI, FL — Not even quarterback Jim McMahon could 
Save the Bears this time. 

With 12:47 left in last Monday night's contest at the 
Orange Bowl, McMahon entered the game after starter 
Steve Fuller sustained an ankle injury. McMahon had not 
played for the past four weeks due to tendinitis in his right 
(throwing) shoulder but he threw the ball with authority vs. 
the Dolphins. Unfortunately, the four-year veteran out of 
BYU couldn't get his team into the end zone and the Bears 
went home a 38-24 loser. 

THE DEFEAT IS the Bears’ first this season after 12 
consecutive victories. But due to a loss by the Los Angeles 
Rams last Sunday, the Bears are still guaranteed home 
field advantage throughout the playoffs. 

“Monday night games are tough on the Bears,” said 
head coach Mike Ditka. ‘‘The Dolphins played very well 
and they deserved to win. But we can learn from this. | 
can do a better job defensing people and scoring more 
points. That's what | learned. They're a good football team. 
You’ve got to give them all the credit in the world.” 

The Bear defense had not allowed a point in the last 
nine quarters but the Dolphins put 31 points on the board 
in the first half last Monday night. They scored on all five 
of their first half possessions and it forced the Bears to 
play catch-up throughout the contest. 

MIAMI QUARTERBACK DAN Marino, who completed 
14 of 27 passes for 270 yards and three touchdowns, con- 
tinually avoided a strong Bear pass rush and connected 
with his favorite targets, wide receivers Mark Clayton, Mark 
Duper and Nat Moore. 

‘‘Marino must be eating good or something. We didn’t 
think he was that mobile,” said DT Steve McMichael. 

‘Marino was getting outside our containment all day,” 
added LB Mike Singletary. “| don't care how good our 
corners are. They can’t stay with Clayton and Duper all 
day. You can't hold them for four, five or six seconds.”

The more the Bears win, the more they appreciate 
winning. 

They always knew it was a good thing to do. They had 
seen pictures of Super Bowl champions. They had talked 
to their players. Those guys who were winners always 
seemed happy about it. Some of the Bears even had been 
winners themselves in college. 

BUT FOR MOST of them, a winning season was like 
a video recorder. They had heard how nice it was, but they 
didn’t really know how nice until they had one themselves. 

‘| really think the players understand the essence of 
winning and losing now,’ Dan Hampton says. ‘We were 
a .500 team for years and years, but now the thing that 





really matters to these guys is making the plays and mak- 
ing sure we get a win each and every week. 

“We don't necessarily play the best wire to wire, but 
the bottom line is, we find a way to win. For many years, 
Minnesota was so undermanned but they always found 
a way to win. Dallas was the same way. They'd flop around 
for three quarters and beat you in the fourth quarter. 

“I THINK THIS team has taken the same challenge. 
We'll rassle with you for three quarters, and when it comes 
down to the final whistle, we'll be ahead.”’ 

In the old days, for example, the Bears were more in- 
terested in settling scores than in scoring points. They lost 
a lot of games that way, but they made sure their oppo- 
nents hurt too much to laugh. 

This year, after the game that kept interrupting the fights 
at Green Bay, a Packer player said, ‘‘We played their kind 
of game. Now who's crying?” That’s the kind of thing Bear

players used to say in losing locker rooms. 
‘| THINK THIS team recognizes in past years, we 


wouldn’t have won games like that,’” Gary Fencik said. 


“Our goal now is to win. We can overlook certain things 
like cheap shots because the bottom line is winning. 

‘In the past, we had to look at those things as moral 
victories. That was all we could pull out of games. No one 
here is talking about moral victories now.” 

On_the other hand, no one talked about a 16-0 season 
as the victories kept faithfully piling up like Sunday papers. 
They agreed it would be nice and they agreed it would 
be hard, but the players didn’t bring up the subject. They 
haven't even mentioned the Super Bowl often. Usually, 
they have mentioned it only in connection with an un- 
defeated season, as in "| don't get a ring for 16-0,"’ Fen- 


. cik said that, in case anyone doubted his priority. 


- WHAT THE PLAYERS talked about was 9-0 and 10-0 
and 11-0 and so on, whichever came next. They talked 
about the Falcons with almost as much respect as they 
talked about the Cowboys. The big game always has been 
the next one. 

“They don't assume anything,” coach Mike Ditka has 
said often. He sees to that. 

Plainly, it hasn't seemed to dawn on the Bears that 
they're the best team in the NFL. 

“THAT COCKINESS IS not here that you’d expect on 
a 10-0 team,” cornerback Leslie Frazier says. ‘‘! think we 
all realize how fleeting that fame can be if we don’t keep 
winning.” 

It was only two years ago, remember, that the Bears’ 
record was 3-7, not 10-0. So the players have kept their 
up-from-hungry mindset, like a guy who keeps riding the 
subway after striking oil. It seemed they felt they had to 
struggle through a 16-0 season and a Super Bow! cham- 
pionship to prove they’re no longer doormats. 

When they talked about playing at Dallas, they talked 
about the * opportunity.’ Never mind that Dallas was 7-3 
and the Bears were 10-0. Dallas has been part of the NFL's 
elite. The Bears probably were there anyway, but this was 
their opportunity to show they belonged there. 

THEY WERE CURIOUS. Their passing offense had 
struggled for more than a month, compared to the first six 
games. Their defense had turned around from its trouble- 
some beginning, but coordinator Buddy Ryan was telling

the defenders, ‘We don’t have anything to be cocky about. 
We're still trying to prove this is a good defensive team.” 
The week after they shredded Dallas like a head of cab- 
bage, Ryan said the defense was about as good as the 
1979 defense. 

‘We're not as good as we will be,’’ middle linebacker 
Mike Singletary said. 

They weren't where they wanted to be on the calendar, 
either. The playoffs haven't even begun. 

LAST YEAR, THE Bears set their sights on winning the 
NEC Central Division. They didn't quit after doing that, but 
they thought of everything extra as an unexpected bonus, 
like a fruit basket in a hotel room. 

When they reached the NFC Championship Game at 
San Francisco, they were as surprised as anyone. My, 
isn't this nice. One game away from the Super Bowl. 
Imagine that. 

“‘Last year, we kind of stumbled into it,"’ guard Mark 
Boriz says. ‘‘We didn't realize exactly where we were. By 


the time we got to San Francisco, it was too late to see 
how close we were to really accomplishing something. No- 
body wants to take a chance that we'll throw it away if we 
get there again.”’ 

THIS YEAR, THE Bears think of the Super Bowl as part 


of the season, like the phone in a hotel room. They'll feel 


deprived without it. 

“It's like the guys know they have a mission, and it's 
not just to go 16-0,"’ Frazier says. “Whatever you do in 
the regular season, it's not important unless you win the 
Super Bowl.” 

They plan to do that. They're hungry, not humble. In 
fact, one of the reasons they've been inviting targets for 
fights and cheap shots is they've felt good enough to say 
flatly they were better than several opponents. Their as- 
sessments filled bulletin boards in Minnesota, Tampa and 
Green Bay. 

THEY WERE BEATING people and offending them, too. 
“We weren't so offensive a couple years ago when we 
were 3-6," Ditka said. It wasn’t much fun to be the harm- 
less butts of jokes. The Bears remember. Earlier this sea- 
son, Gary Fencik kept talking about all the |OUs they had 
to call back, starting with San Francisco for last year’s 
championship game and working back. 


What appears as cockiness is more a pentup anger 
After swallowing pride for so long, the Bears are ready to 
spit venom. 

“Let'em get ticked off,”’ linebacker Otis Wilson says. 
“We can get ticked off, too. The way we get ticked off is 
with our helmets. We shut down a team’s offense.”’ 

WITH EACH WIN, there is a more obvious blend of 
cockiness that comes from winning and insecurity that 
comes from knowing it hasn't been enough. The roster 
make-up, with most players starting at least three seasons 
but playing no more than seven, breeds experienced con- 
fidence and youthful hunger. 

lt adds up to focusing on one game each week because 
they're afraid not to. Then winning it, as they knew they 
would, adding them up at the end and daring anyone to 
match them. 

‘We'll talk about how good we are when it’s all over,"’ 
Hampton says. “Any time you worry about looking in the 
rear-view mirror more than looking in the windshield, that’s 
when you're going to run off the road. 

“If you start patting yourself on the back, you've only 
got one hand to play with. That's’ when you've got 
problems. We'll just take a shutout here, asack there, and 
do what we have to do.”

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Full Speed Ahead to the Playoffs 


How should the Bears approach the final three games 
of the season, beginning Sunday against the Indianapo- 
lis Colts at Soldier Field? 

They clinched the division title at Dallas and the home 
field advantage for the playoffs two weeks ago. What's 
left? 

ANY TEAM IN this position will strive to maintain the 
winning edge it has had all year. That kind of team tries 
to avoid a serious injury to a key player without letting down 
its guard. It tries to sidestep a careless approach to its re- 
maining games. 

The Bears must work hard to stay hungry for what the 
coming playoffs could bring without taking unnecessary

chances. That's a delicate balance to maintain five weeks 
before the first playoff game at Soldier Field. 

In a recent interview, Dan Hampton touched on part of 
the solution to this dilemma. “We're playing against our- 
selves now and against our team goals for 1985,” he said. 
“Our goals are important to us as a unit. Gerald Riggs 
got his 100 yards against us (Riggs had 110 yards on 30 
carries in the Bears’ 36-0 victory two weeks ago) and we 
were disappointed.” 

THAT DEMONSTRATES HOW this team thinks about 
itself. It's a team driven by pride in one another and in 
the team as a whole. It’s almost impossible to think this 
team will suffer a letdown in these final three games. For 
this Bear team, it would be counterproductive to give less 
than 100 percent. Mike Ditka would be wise not to try to 
harness them now. He should just let them play. 

Any good athlete will agree injuries frequently take place 
when a player is letting up. Ditka realizes his players are 
goal-oriented and would be foolish to intrude on the pur- 
suit of those goals. For the most part, this is a team of 
young veterans who know finishing the season on a up- 
tick is the way to go into the playoffs. 

It's important for the coaching staff to approach these 
games with an eye on the walking wounded. Ditka must 
be careful with Jim McMahon, Matt Suhey and Dan Hamp- 
ton. All three are highly competitive athletes who will play 
unless they are told not to, either by the medical staff or 
by Ditka himself. |ron Mike would love to test McMahon's 
ailing shoulder by allowing him to regain his sharpness 
before playoff time. But if McMahon re-injures the shoul- 
der by coming back too soon, it’s unlikely he would be 
available for the playoffs. 

THE BEARS MUST be allowed to finish strong without 
going 60 minutes with the regulars. Play them full tilt but 
don't play them into the ground. It’s been a fabulous sea- 
son anc the guys could use a rest. Players like Tyrone 
Keys, Dennis Gentry, Ron Rivera and Ken Taylor could 
use some game time, perhaps a quarter each week, to 
Stay sharp and ready to step in if someone goes down. 

After Sunday’s game with the Colts, the Bears play the

Remember when Ditka ordered Dave Duer- 
son to go after Lions’ kicker Eddie Murray? That nearly 
started World War Ill. 

The Bears represent the class of the league now and 
they've got to expeci to get the special effort from oppo- 
nents who look forward to knocking off No. 1. The Jets 
and Lions will be ready for the Bears, so don’t expect a 
tea party in either game. That motivation alone could be 
just what the Bears need as they approach the playoffs. 
And you can bet both Dallas and San Francisco would love 
to get another shot at the Bears, so this is exactly what 
the Bears need going into the playoffs. 

THE BEARS HAVE not played a home playoff game 
since 1963.

They have not allowed this team to 
acquire a larger hat size through the success of the 1985 
season. Their standards are the highest and they settle 
for nothing Jess.

INDIANAPOLIS, IN — When Rod Dowhower left 
the St. Louis Cardinals to become the head coach 
of the Colts earlier this year, he knew his job wouldn't 
be easy. The Colts had been a non-factor in the AFC

miracle to make this once-proud franchise a con- 
tender. 

Dowhower, who turned Neil Lomax into one of the 
best quarterbacks in the league when he was the 
Cardinals’ offensive coordinator, was faced with an 
offensive problem right off the bat.

to Pagel. In last Sunday’s 38-31 loss to the Patriots, 
Pagel completed 15 of 28 passes for 174 yards and 
a touchdown but was intercepted twice.

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Fuller Proves the Value Of a Good Back-Up QB 


Winning spoils fans more than it satisfies them. Instead 
of enjoying it, they expect it. 

Fans often seem bent on obscuring the moment by wor- 
rying about tomorrow. They still wonder, for instance, why 
Walter Payton plays late in a game when the score is lop- 
sided. Might get hurt. Why don't they just appreciate ev- 
ery minute they set to.watch him? He hasn't been hurt 
for 11 years. Hasn’t he established a pattern? 

THE SCOREBOARD LIGHTS in Dallas were still warm 
when Chicago fans getting onto an airplane were heard 
to complain: “They can get somebody better than Fuller.” 

Sieve Fuller had just played quarterback when the Bears 
handed the Cowboys the worst loss in their history, 44-0 

Since no other quarterback ever had played in a big- 
ger victory over Dallas, one had to wonder just where the 
fans thought the Bears might pick up ‘‘somebody better.”’ 
Or, why they thought ‘“somebody better’’ was necessary. 

SURE, FULLER DIDN’T have a whole lot to do with the 
defense grabbing a 17-0 lead. And he was on the bench 
when rookie third-stringer Mike Tomezak handed off for 
the final two touchdowns. 

This is the point: when a supporting cast of defense and 
offense and special teams is doing its job, the quarterback 
automatically becomes “‘somebody beiter.”’ 
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The quarterback is the most important player on any 
football team, which is not to say he is the only important 
player. {f the surrounding cast fails to support him, the 
quarterback doesn't even have a chance to be the most 
important player. 

THIS IS WHAT coach Mike Ditka has been trying to say 
all year. When Al Harris and Todd Bell went unsigned, Dit- 
ka said they would be competently replaced. He was right. 
When Jim McMahon went down, Ditka had confidence in 
Fuller. 

For Chicago fans to yearn for “‘somebody better’ ex- 
poses short memories if not a shortage of brains. 

Anyone paying attention for the last 20 or 30 years might 
have noticed Chicago is not exactly the cradle of quarter- 


backs. To be blessed with more than one at the same time. 


who can win a football game should cause the entire city 
to drop to. its knees and hum the Bear fight song to the 
heavens. 

FULLER IS THE first to admit the Bears want and need 
Jim McMahon at quarterback before Steve Fuller. ‘That's 
why he’s No. 1 and I’m No. 2,” said Fuller. 

But Fuller’s success over two years has demonstrated 
two things: that the second-string quarterback almost in- 
variably is going to play; and if he has a good supporting 
cast, he can probably win. 

‘If you look at the last few years, you have to figure the 
backup quarterback is going to play. if anyone takes ev- 
ery snap, it’s highly unusual,” said Fuller. 

THAT IS AS TRUE as ever this year. The National Foot- 
ball League should institute ‘‘The Earl Morrall Award” for 
the backup quarterback of the season. 

Almost every team already has a candidate. 

Backup quarterbacks are less than a heartbeat away. 
Vice-presidents would like to be so important. Of the 28 
quarterbacks who opened the season, only Denver's John 
Elway, the New York Jets’ Ken O’Brien, the New York Gi- 
ants’ Phil Simms, Miami's Dan Marino, Minnesota's Tom- 
my Kramer, St. Louis’ Neil Lomax, Seattle's David Krieg 
and Detroit's Eric Hippie started every game through 12 
weeks and survived virtually intact. All the rest were 
knocked out by injury at one time or another except Buffa- 
lo’s Vinee Ferragamo, Tampa Bay’s Steve DeBerg, and 
Cincinnati's Ken Anderson, who were benched healthy. 

PHILADELPHIA’S RON Jaworski started the season, 
was benched healthy, came back, and then missed some 
time with 2 bruised’shoulder. Until he suffered a broken 
leg late last season, Jaworski had started 116 games in 
a row, believed to be a record for quarterbacks. 

Lomax had started 39,in a row through 12 weeks to hold 
the current streak. 

Through 12 games, Simms was the only one to have 
taken every snap. 


Morrall was player of the year in 1968 when he subbed 
for Johnny Unitas and took the Baltimore Colts to Super 
Bowl Ill. In 1972, Morrall played quarterback for 10 weeks 
in place of injured Bob Griese during the Miami Dolphins’ 
perfect season. 

DID THAT MEAN Morrall was as good as Unitas or 
Griese? No. But it did prove that the Colts and Dolphins 
were good enough to win with more than one quarterback. 
Were they good enough to win with any quarterback? No. 
Morrall was a good second-string quarterback. So is Fuller. 

Second-string quarterbacks are not easy to find. If teams 
could “‘find somebody better,’ they would. If there were 
100 good quarterbacks in America, there might still be 
more than one league playing at a time. Quarterbacks 
don‘t hang around street corners begging to take teams 
to Super Bowls. More quarterbacks are made than born. 

“| feel bad for Bob Avellini and how everybody said he 


- 


was lousy for 10 years,’’ said safety Gary Fencik. “‘It was 
more than the quarterback situation. We didn’t have the 
Same scheme and we didn’t have a complementing cast.”’ 

“It has a lot to do with the rest of the guys. A whole lot,” 
said Fuller. 

FULLER’S STRENGTH IS in recognizing the rest of the 
guys can carry him if he allows that to happen. 

“The defense knows with Steve in there, he’s not go- 
ing to make a lot of mistakes and put us in a hole,”’ said 
defensive tackle Steve McMichael. 

‘For a quarterback, he has a surprisingly low-key ego,” 
said Fencik. ‘‘He’s intelligent and he doesn’t throw inter- 
ceptions. He’s not risk-oriented.’’ 

THE INJURIES TO McMahon are not unusual. 
Defenses are blitzing quarterbacks onto injury lists every-

It ranked 1st against 
the rush and 7th against the pass. The unit also led the NFL in 
least points allowed (127). 

The Bears’ offense ranked fourth in the NFL, It led the league 
in rushing and ranked 17th passing. The unit also led the NFL 
in points scored (359) and average possession time (33:56). The 
Bears also led the NFL in turnover differential with a mark of 
plus-20. 

In individual categories, QB Jim McMahon led the NFC in pass- 
ing with a 89.7 rating. Placekicker Kevin Butler led the NFL in 
scoring with 107 points. Willie Gault ranked second in kickoff 
returns with a 28.4 average. 

Running back Walter Payton ranked second in NFC rushing 
with 1,185 yards. Punter Maury Buford ranked fourth with a 42.9 
average.

There was no movement from the car until William Per- 
ry (who may well be this year’s Clara “‘Where's the Beef” 
Peller) exited Halas Hall. Out of the squad car stepped 
a beaming Lake Foresi police officer. _.. to get Perry’s au- 
tograph. 

Halas Hall — which is increasingly Baeeening the site 
of ‘‘cut-ins” on local television news programs — Is lo- 
cated on the periphery of Lake Forest College. There have 
been so many news media vehicles clogging up the Bears’ 
parking lot as of late that to get a parking spot you fre- 
quently must park in the campus lot proper. 

SOME BEARS’ STAFFERS won't go out to eat these 
days because they don? wani to come back from lunch 
and no longer have their parking places. 

The telephones in the Bears’ offices ring non-stop. The 
fan mail is flowing in in record numbers — thousands of 
letters a week. A third pressbox will be built for the media 
in the south end of Soidier Field for the playoffs. Every- 
body, it would seem, loves a winner. ~ 

The appetites of Bears’ fans appear to be insatiable. 
They just can't get enough of the Bears. In days gone by 
an appearance fee for a player averaged around $500, 
except for the biggest stars. Now the median payment is 
upwards of $800. ss, 

PERRY HAD BEEN getting $1,000, but the demand for 
him has escalated so intensely that his agent, in an effort 
io discourage the tremendous influx of requests, set anew 
amount of what was thought td be an outrageous $5,000. 

Undaunted, some people are agreeing to meet that 
price, so the Fridge is still showing up at select functions 
around town. Jim McMahon agreed to do a pair of one- 
hour shopping center appearances for $2,000 each recent- 
ly and the response at the first venue was overwhelming; 
more than 10,000 excited fans turned out. McMahon, quite 
overwhelmed himself, promptly canceled the second mall 
stint. 

In early November Bears fans took over the bar of the 
hotel where the team stayed in Green Bay on the eve of 
the game with the Packers. ‘“‘Bear Down, Chicago Bears” 
was sung loudly, lustily and often, a feat unheard of in 
other times in what used to be called “Titletown, USA.” 

IN MID-NOVEMBER when the Bears arrived at their Dal- 
las hotel there were so many rabid fans that the lobby had 
to be roped off so the players would not be mobbed. In 
Mike Ditka’s recollection, this ts the first time this has ever 
happened to a Bears team. 

By half-time against the Cowboys it was obvious the 
Bears were in total command of the football game and the 
knowledgeable fans at Texas Stadium actually applaud- 
ed and cheered good plays by the Chicago team. 

After the game as the Bears’ team bus was making its 
way from the stadium to the airport, a car came speeding 
up on the left and a jubilant Bears fan was hanging out 
the window of the car. 

THE FAN WAS madly waving a Bears puppet in one 
hand and he was making a ‘‘we’re number one” sign with 
the other hand. This time it was the players’ turn to cheer. 

There were severai hundred people waiting for the Bears 
to arrive at O'Hare Field after clinching the division title 
in Dallas. Because of the darkness it was impossible for 
the fans waiting outside the team parking area to see 
which members of the Bears’ traveling party were in the 
cars driving by, but many fans took pictures of those pass-

ing Cars just the same. 

‘Sports bars,*’ which have come into vogue the last de- 
cade or so, book players and often are the sites of Bears- 
flavored radio shows. And chances are that your favorite 
broadcast or telecast outlet features a certain Bears player 
in some form or other on a regular basis. 

THE BIGGEST (AND this columnist uses the word ad- 
visedly) single phenomenon on the Bears scene these 
days remains, of course, William Perry, who has also at- 
tracted a shopping center crowd estimated at 10,000. He’s 
been the recipient of the most bizarre question in a sea- 
son wich has seen more than its share of bizarre ques- 
tions of Bears players. 

Omni Magazine was interested in the Fridge’s views on 
the concept of male pregnancy. The Bears PR office 
declined to pass along that bit of strangeness. 

One request of Perry that was honored was an inter- 
view with a representative of the Sunday News of London, 
which has a circulation in England of five-and-one-half mil- 
lion.

NOT TO BE FORGOTTEN in this loss was another 
record-setting performance by RB Walter Payton. On the 
second-to-last play of the contest, he broke the 100-yard 
rushing barrier for the eighth consecutive game. The previ- 
ous record of seven was shared by Earl Campbell and O.J. 
Simpson. 

‘| loved that as much as anything,” said Ditka. “'Un- 
doubtedly, he’s the finest football player who ever played 
the game.” 

“Walter deserves it more than any running back who’s 
ever lived,’ said OT Jim Covert. 

PAYTON, HOWEVER, didn’t celebrate the mark. 

‘What matters is who wins,” he said. ‘We didn't win 
this time.” 

While the loss spoils the chance of a perfect season for 
the Bears, the players agreed there are bigger and better 
days ahead. 

“One game don't make a season,” said LB Otis Wil- 
son.’ We have Indianapolis, the Jets and the Lions com- 
ing up. Then we have two playoff games. We’re gonna 
be in New Orleans. We didn't feel any pressure coming 
into this game. It was fun. Things just didn’t work out this 
time.” 

“WE HAVE TO TURN a negative into a positive,’ said 
WR Willie Gault. : 

Following a poor punt by Maury Buford (36 yards), the 
Dolphins began their first scoring drive early in the con- 
test. Marino ended the Bears’ shutout streak when he hit 
Moore with a 36-yard pass to make it 7-0.

On the ensuing drive, the Bears tied the game ai seven 
on a one-yard sneak by Fuller. The drive, which covered 
80 yards in four plays, included a 69-yard pass to Gault 
which got the ball down to the Miami 711. 

FOLLOWING A 46-YARD return by Lorenzo Hampton 
on the ensuing kickoff, the Dolphins began their next scor- 
ing drive. Miami made it 10-0 when Faud Reveiz connect- 
ed on a 47-yard field goal. 

A Fuller pass intended for Payton was intercepted by 
LB Bob Brudzinski and that set up the next Miami score. 
This time, Marino moved his team 40 yards in eight plays 
and Ron Davenport scored on a one-yard run to make it 
1/-/. 

On the ensuing drive, the Bears cut the lead to 17-10 
when Kevin Butler hit a 30-yard field goal. The 58-yard 
drive included two passes to TE Emery Moorehead (12 
and 9 yards) and a 10-yard toss to Gault. 

THE DOLPHINS, HOWEVER, increased the lead to 
24-10 when Davenport capped a 79-yard drive with a one- 
yard touchdown run. Before the half ended, Miami made 
it31-10 on a six-yard pass from Marino to Moore. The Dol- 
phins got the ball at the Bear six following a blocked punt 
by William Judson. 

‘Our special teams weren't good all day,” said Ditka. 

The Bear defense came alive in the second half. 

CORNERBACK LESLIE Frazier intercepted a Marino 
pass and returned it 17 yards to the Miami 43 on the open- 
ing series of the third quarter. But the Bears gave it back 
when a Fuller pass, intended for Payton, was picked off 
by Glenn Blackwood. 

The Bears, however, forced another turnover three plays 
later when CB Mike Richardson knocked the ball away 
from Clayton after he caught a pass for a first down» Dent 
recovered it at the Miami 27. Five plays later, Fuller 
sneaked one yard for a touchdown. That made it 31-17, 
Miami. 

The ensuing kickoff appeared to be a bad onside kick, 
which was recovered by the Dolphins at the Chicago 46. 
But that wasn't the designed play. 

“IT WAS SUPPOSED to be lobbed down to the 30. He 
didn’t hit it right,"’ said Ditka. 

Nevertheless, it gave the Dolphins another chance to 
score. On the third play of the series, a Marino pass was 
deflected at the line of scrimmage by DT Dan Hampton.

The Bears didn't give up. The ensuing drive resulted 
in a touchdown when Fuller connected with WA Ken 
Margerum on a 19-yard pass. The drive was set up by a 
59-yard kickoff return by Dennis Gentry. 

There was still 6:25 to play in the third quarter, but 
neither team would find ihe end zone for the rest of the 
night. McMahon got the Bears as close as the Miami 16 
midway through the final quarter but the drive ended when 
Judson picked off a fourth-down pass in the end zone:

There were 
zero no-shows at the Orange Bow!.... WR Dennis McKin- 
non sustained a pulled muscle.

Dolphins Take Advantage Of Bear Errors 


Five first half possessions produced four touchdowns and a 
field goal for the Dolphins, who with wins in eight of their first 
12 games, needed this ninth win to.keep pace with New York 
and New England in the AFC East race. The Bears’ who have 
made a habit of putting games on ice by half time, found them- 
selves drowning in Dolphin-infested waters, 31-10 at the inter- 
mission. 

‘It's the best half of football I've seen this team piay in quite 
some time,” stated Dolphin head coach Don Shula. Despite know- 
ing he'll have to play the Packers in South Siberia next Sunday. 
he announced his plans for taking time to savor the victory over 
the Bears, a club that had posted the most serious threat at up- 
staging the undefeated record his '72 powerhouse assembled. 


ALL THE PRE-GAME hoopla and conversation questioning Dan 
Marino’s ability to have time to exploit his quick release was no 
longer a debateable issue thanks to help from all phases of the 
Dolphin units. 

Special teams gave him great field position with Lorenzo Hamp- 
ton setting up the club’s second score with a 46-yard kickoff 
return. He returned three for 91 yards in the contest. William Jud- 
son offered the encore performance when he blocked a Maury 
Buford punt inside the Bear 10. It allowed the Doiphins to post 
their fourth touchdown with just 1:17 left in the half. 

As for avoiding the Bear rush. Marino silenced his critics who 
bad-mouthed his mobility and kept fullback Woody Bennett in the 
backfield as a personal body guard to help tame the Bears’ quar- 
terback assaults. 


‘*THEY JUST HAVE some great people coming at you all the 
time so we took advantage of Woody's blocking skills on straight 
drops, and to further avoid the rush, | rolled out more than | have 
in the past,"’ noted Marino. He not only produced the big plays 
with three touchdown passes, but also stung the Bears with first 
down strikes on third-and-18 and third-and-19 situations. 

With Marino taking advantage of his table-setting teammates 
with field position quarterbacks dream of, the Bears had but one 
test remaining as they came out for the third quarter: a test of 
character. 

Teams with 12-0 records aren’t used to waving white flags and 
the Bears passed this test by intercepting Marino on the first two 
second half Miami possessions. But a botched onside kick and 
a critical unnecessary roughness penalty allowed the Dolphins 
to ride the crest of the wave their fans were producing. 

“IT WAS A VERY emotional game. The crowd was great,"” said 
Marino. 

‘That Bear defense really made things tougher for us in the 
second half," noted Shula.
